Attracts Wide Attention. 


(Mao's new theory has aroused 
widespread attention. Soviet 
doctrine has long contended 
that conflicts between the rulers 
and the ruled existed only un- 
der capitalism and vanished in 
Communist society. 

(In his recent television inter- 
view, Nikita S. Khrushchev de- 


nied the existence in the Soviet | 


Union of such contradictions. 
The denial of the Soviet party 
secretary was suppressed by 
censorship and did not appear 
in the version of his remarks 
circulated in the Soviet Union 
}and China.) 

| Among the principal points 
| made by Mao in the version of 
his remarks obtained here were: 

1. Contradictions, includ- 
ing those between the leaders 
and the people, exist under 
communism. Stalin's mis- 
taken understanding of this 
point led to a rule of terror 
in the Soviet Union and the 
liquidation of thousands of 
Communists. 

2. Persistent use of terror 
within a nation sets up in- 
terna] antagonisms that pro- 
duce the kind of results dem-

HELSINKI, June 13 (AP)— 
Nikita Khrushchev today 
spurned Western proposals for 
control of disarmament and 
nuclear weapon production as 
a “screen to mask plans to con- 
tinue the arms race.” 


However, the visiting Soviet 
Communist party boss told a 
two-hour news conference the 
Soviet Union would agree to the 
establishment of international 
inspection posts in the Soviet 
Union, the United States, Brit- 
ain and other countries if this 
would facilitate agreement on 


Khrushchev said the Soviet 
Union found “quite comical” 
suggestions to “photograph the 
Arctic ice.” This was a refer 
ence to United States pro 
that an inspection zone be set 
up outside Europe, possible in 
the Arctic, as a starting point 
for East-West. agreement o 
“open 
skies” plan. 

Khrushchev's remarks, made 
in answer to a reporter's ques- 
| tions, indicated a stiffening of 
the Soviet attitude on disarma- 
ment. Western delegates to the 
current negotiations in London 
of the United Nations disarma- 
ment subcommittee had _ indi- 
cated.that the Russians there 
were showing signs of wanting 
to reach at least a _ limited 
agreement with the West. 

Russian Proposal Old. 
| ‘The Russian proposal for !n- 
'spection posts is an old one, 

first put forward on May 10, 
| 1955, at the disarmament nego- 
tiations. The Russians proposed 
then that international inspec- 
‘tion teams be stationed at key 
ports, airports and road and 
rail junctions to check on move- 
ment of troops and military 
supplies, 
| Three months later Harold 
Stassen, the United States dele-: 
‘gate to the arms talks, told 
|mewsmen that all five nations 
‘on the subcommittee — the 
United States, Russia, Britain, 
France and Canada—had agreed 
on ground inspection as a nec- 
essary part of disarmament. 

Khrushchev told the news 
conference, which he held with 
Premier Bulganin, that “no sys- 
tem of control can solve the 
problem of disarmament be- 
| cause it cannot prevent any 
state from planning aggression 
if it wants to.” 

The party chief said the prob- 
‘lem of disarmament could be 
\solved only through confidence 
‘and trust, particularly among 
| the great powers. 
| “Uniess we play with words 
| we must agree that talk of in- 
| ternational control as a condi- 
tion for disarmament is nothing 
‘but as screen to mask plans to 
}eontinue the arms race,” he 
said. 
‘The Only Way Out... .” 


“The only way out is peace- 
ful coexistence among coun- 
tries irrespective of their social 
systems.” 
| He said despite the present 
lack of international confidence, 
|the problem of barring nuclear 
tests can be settled immediately. 
“If such an agreement would 
be facilitated by the establish- 
ment of inspection posts in the 
| Soviet Union, the United States, 
| Britain and other countries, we 
would agree to that,” he de- 
_clared. 
Khrushchev and Bulganin met 
the press just before boarding 
a special train for Moscow after 
a week-long barnstorming tour 
of Finland.

— Senator Wayne Morse 
(Dem.), Oregon, said today “a 
senseless waste of millions” on 
foreign aid has contributed to

Morse joined Senator Rus- 
sell Long (Dem.), Louisiana, in 
an attempt td cut $390,000,000 
from the $3,637,000,000 foreign 
aid bill over the opposition of 
both party leaders. 

In the Senate’s second day 
of debate, Morse described a 
committee recommended cut of 
$227,000,000 in Administration 
requests as “but a spit in the 
ocean of foreign aid waste.” 


Morse said the Administra- 
tion is seeking to “perpetuate 
a gigantic hoax on the Senate 
and the people of the United 
States” by its proposals for 
long-range, flexible spending 
authority. 

And, he said, the Adminis- 
tration is hiding from the peo-

ple under the label of “top 
secret” the full story on its 
use of the funds. 

" “They are to be spent to 
supply arms and ammunition 
to nations from one end of the 


costing ‘this nation as much as 


$100,000,000 each year,” Long 
contended. 

Of the 68 nations receiving 
foreign aid assistance, Long 
said, “it is a mistake to conclude 
that more than a few would 
dare participate in a war be- 
tween two great atomic pow-

military assistance and defense 
supports for the second year 
and force the administration to | 
come back to Congress next 
year for new authority for these 
programs. That is the system 
that has been in effect for pre- 
vious years, but the current 
measure for the first time 
would authorize a two-year pro- 
gram. 

Morse, who drafted a minor- | 
ity report against the commit- | 
tee bill, opposed the proposed | 
two billion dollar fund to make | 
loans for economic development 
abroad over a three-year period. 

He said Congress would lose 
all control over the direction in 
whieh the loans would go, and 
only be advised afterwards.

—The man in charge of Army 
research said yesterday 
time is in sight when United 
States missiles will be able to 
knock out any aerial attack on 
this country.

He said 
United States progress has been 
great since then and it is “dif- 
ficult to judge” which country 
holds the lead ndw, 

Gavin asked that the Senate 
restore $8,000,000 cut by the 
House from the Army’s research 
and development program. The 
House voted $392,000,000 for 
this purpose in the next fiscal 
year. 

He said the Army is making 
strides in its effort to produce 
a defense against which “any 
attacker will be most certainly 
destroyed.” . 

Gavin reported “considerable 
progress” in developing a mis- 
sile to destroy enemy guided 
missiles. He gaid this new 
weapon “will merge with the 
= family” of missiles.

Officials here warn, however, 
that progress, even toward a 

limited first-stage agreement, 
will be slow for a variety of 
reasons, including: 

1. The. Administration is 
seeking, not a loose general 
agreement, like the disap- 
pointing and poorly kept Al- 
lied-Soviet agreement on 
Berlin, but a detailed formal 
agreement, like the Austrian 
state treaty, which the Rus- 
sians have shown more incli- 
nation to_respect. 

2. Each step of the agree- 
ment will involve not only 
the adjustment of intricate 
practical details that might 
involve the security of na- 
tions, but the adjustment of 
divergent views, not only 
with the Soviets, but within 
the Administration and with- 
in the alliance. 

3. Finally, these adjust- 
ments have to be reduced to 
writing so that they can be 
ratified by national legisla- 
tures. All this has to be done 
in an atmosphere of political 
contention, often by negotia- 

tors who are themselves con- 
troversial political figures. 


Allies Apprehensive. 

So long as there seemed lit- 
tle hope for even a limited 
disarmament agreement, the 
western European allies were 
perfectly willing to see the 
President's disarmament repre- 
sentative, Harold E. Stassen, 
discussing informally with Val- 
erian Z. Zorin, the Soviet rep- 
resentative, certain aspects of 


the problem of primary con-| 


cern to the two major nuclear 
nations. 

As the broad outlines of a 
possible agreement began to 
merge, however, the allies be- 
gan to be apprehensive lest the 
two Goliath. nations should 
reach an understanding that 
did not take into account all 
aspects of the problem affect- 
ing western Europe, 

Thus, the present recess in 
the London disarmament talks 
has been called to quell the 
fears of the western European 
allies, but this does not méan 
that the talks are breaking 
down. On the contrary, it is 
evidence that enough progress 
has already been made to force 
the western Europeans to pay 
attention to the details. 

For example, one topic under 
discussion now is whether there 
should be a zone of inspection 
in western Europe involving 
aerial and ground observation 
in that part of the continent. 

Many Questions. 
This clearly raises a host of 


answered: 

1. If Belgium were to be 
part of the inspection zone, 
would Soviet military planes 
merely fly over Belgium or 
would they land in that 
country? 

2. Would Soviet military 
personnel be stationed for in- 
spection purposes at Belgian 
airports and railroad termi- 
nals, and if so, where would 
they be housed, and would 
they have diplomatic im- 
munity?. 

3. Would there be a limit 
to the number of Soviet in- 
spectors in Belgium, and if 
so how many? 

4. Who would inspect the 
planes to see that they are 
safe, who would man the 
aerial cameras, and do the 
navigation, and how would 
these planes be meshed. into 
the commercial air traffic 
control system? 

5. Would Belgium have in- 
spectors in pianes flying over 
parts of the Soviet Union, 
and if they sighted something 
significant, who would they 
report to—their own govern- 
ment, or to North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, or what?

From the Circuit Attorney 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The recent Supreme Court decision 
in the case of Jencks v. United 
States has evoked considerable com- 
ment in the local press and, as a 
consequence, has caused some wild 
speculation amongst lawyers (many 
of whom have not read the opinion) 
as to its significance. 

Lest this speculation be permitted 
to escape all bounds of normal ju- 
dicial interpretation, I think it neces- 
sary to set forth exactly what the 
opinion holds and to point out what 
it does not hold. 

In a federal criminal case, if the 
prosecution puts Witness X on the 
stand and if the prosecution has in 
its files (a) a signed statement by 
Witness X or (b) a statement of 
Witness X which has been tran- 
scribed in some form, then the de- 
fense is entitled to look at such 
statement for impeachment pur- 
poses at such time as the defense 
commences to cross-examine Wit- 
ness X. 

The case does not apply to state 
prosecutions. I repeat, Jencks was 
a federal criminal prosecution.

What if a judge were to hold that 
Jencks applied to states? 

To what documents would such a 
ruling apply? After reading the 
opinion, it is clear that the holding 
in the case applies only to: (1) a 
statement signed by a witness or (2) 
a statement of a witness which has 
been transcribed. 

Would it apply to police reports? 

There are several varieties of po- 
lice reports. 

Variety No. 1. One or more of- 
ficers investigate a case and write 
up their rough notes. These notes 
are then handed to a clerk-typist who 
boils them down, summarizes, some- 
times editorializes, and then writes 
up what in his literary opinion is a 
running summary of the case. This 
report is not one of the two types 
of documents referred to in the 
opinion, 

Variety No. 2. One or more of- 
ficers make verbal reports to their 
commanding officer who, in turn, 
writes up a report and addresses it 
to the lef of Police. The Jencks 
oe is not applicable to this situa- 

on. 

Variety No. 3. One officer writes 
up a complete report incorporating 
the statement of Witness X. If the 
Jencks case is at all applicable to 
state prosecutions, then it covers 
only that portion of the report set- 
ting forth Witness X's statement and 
only covers it for impeachment pur- 
poses. 

The statement can be taken out 
of the report and the whole report 
need not be handed to the defend- 
ant. (Just as in the Jencks case it- 
self, the prosecution will be per- 
mitted to sort out which material it 
will hand over to the defendant.) 

. * 


Would it apply to grand jury tes- 
timony? I presume no one would 
argue that the Missouri prohibition 
on the divulgence of grand jury tes- 
timony ig shattered by this federal 
opinion. Hence, the testimony of 
any witness before the grand jury 
remains secret and unavailable to 
the defendant. 


If the case applies to state prose- 
cutions, then this much is clear: 

1. Any motion to examine the 
prosecutor’s complete file is out of 
order at any time. 


2. A motion for the production of 
the witness’g statements would not 
be in order prior to trial, for at 
that time it is not established who 
will testify. 

3. If at all, a motion would lie 
only when Witness X takes the stand 
and testifies, for it is then and only 
then that the impeachment of Wit- 
ness X becomes an issue.

Mr. Stassen’s Troubles 


If it isn’t the Russians who are holding back 
on disarmament it is the Americans, and if it 
isn’t the Americans it is the Europeans. 

One could almost come to that conclusion 


” from the difficulties Harold E. ‘Stassen has got 


into at the London talks. When he was con- 
sulting our allies the Soviet delegation was 
angry, and when he then consulted the Soviets 
the British and French let their irritation be 
known. So Mr. Stassen came home for advice. 

Secretary Dulles has urged him to adopt more 
cautious tactics, in order to allay any fear by 
our allies that we are negotiating with Russia 
behind their backs, and Mr. Stassen will return 
to London for another stab at what is turning 
out to be one of the most delicate diplomatic 
errands anybody could undertake. 

* 7 . 

Basically the problem is the inevitable one 
that arises from our government's position as 
the leader of a coalition. The leader must lead, 
but he must avoid getting too far in front and 
must always make sure that the parade is still 
with him. At times our European allies have 
seemed reluctant to shoulder their share of the 
joint defense burden, and have even hinted that 
the United States was relying too heavily on 
military power. It is curious therefore that the 
foot-dragging on disarmament should now be 
coming from them. Let us hope that the reason 
is merely a dissatisfaction with Mr. Stassen’s 
tactics rather than any substantial objection to 
the idea of a disarmament agreement. 

For the United States does have a responsibil- 
ity to lead for disarmament, whenever any hope 
of agreement is in sight, just as it has a respons- 
ibility. to lead for joint military measures 
when the situation calls for them. With all due 
respect to our allies, we cannot let any willing- 
ness on their part to accept the status quo pre- 
vent positive steps toward reducing an arms 
burden of which our country carries so large a 
share. 


World tensions are created primarily by the 
conflict between Soviet and American interests. 
Wherever those tensions can be relieved, the 
Soviet Union and the United States have a re- 
sponsibility to take the lead in relieving them.

Much as we sympathize with West Germany’s 
desire for reunification, for example, we cannot 
let Bonn make effective steps toward disarma- 
ment contingent upon a prior German settle- 
ment to its satisfaction. If the Germans are 
objecting to opening part of Europe to “open 
skies” inspection in the first-stage agreement, 
they should be persuaded that the coalition of 
which they are a part expects concessions from 
them as well as from everybody else in order 
to make a start toward disarmament. It is wel- 
come news that Britain is now supporting aerial 
inspection of Europe as well as an Arctic zone. 

Encouraging reports have it that Mr. Stassen 
is ready to propose a limited ban on nuclear 
tests, a measure of conventional disarmament 
and the establishment of some degree of “open 
skies” as part of a first-stage agreement. This 
is no time for sand in the allied gears. It is 
time for a maximum united effort toward dis- 
armament.

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The Regulatory Scandals 

A single day’s disclosures of improprieties in 
the Federal Communications Commission and 
the Indiana Public Service Commission serve to 
italicize the low estate into which regulatory 
administration has fallen. 

The FCC is chided for an over-cozy relation- 
ship between its commissioners and persons 
whose rights and claims they are adjudicating. 
There have been too many informal discussions, 
says the House Judiciary subcommittee which 
conducted extensive hearings last summer. The 
subcommittee urges the commission to adopt a 
code of ethics which will prevent a desirable 
amount of informality from being carried so far 
as to violate due process of law. 

In Indiana, the spectacle was presented of a 
State Public Service Commission voluntarily 
and even determinedly stultifying itself. . The 
three commissioners were said to have repre- 
sented the interests of the five privately owned 
electric utility companies in Indiana in lobbying 
with Secretary of Agriculture Benson and other 
officials at Washington against a loan applica- 
tion to REA from a rural ejectric co-operative. 
That is about as far opposite from the purposes 
for which a public service commission is created 
as it is possible to go. 

Regulation, when it is exercised with partiali- 
ty, is no more than oppressive favoritism. Let 
us turn the full light on weaknesses in the regu- 
latory field of the states as well as the Federal 
Government. 
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Cover All Welfare Funds 


AFL-CIO President George Meany and the 
National Association of Manufacturers are in 
disagreement over welfare funds. The issue is 
whether federal legislation for public disclosures 
of information should apply to all employe wel- 
fare funds, or only to those managed by unions. 

Mr. Meany is right, we think, in proposing 
controls for all welfare funds, though his evi- 
dence in support of this position has been chal- 
lenged. 

The labor leader said General Electric award- 
ed its health insurance to Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co. without competitive bidding, and 
that two G.E. directors are also directors of 
Metropolitan. These companies reply that the 
contract is the best available and that the two 
directors do not profit by their connections. 

Mr. Meany also said that the Eastern Massa- 
chusetts Street Railway Co, health-accident fund 
is managed by an insurance company whose 
three top officers are also the transit company’s 
top officers. The companies reply that an out- 
side firm refused to handle the fund. 

But whether these and other details of Mr. 
Meany’s charges were right or wrong, the case 
for federal supervision or at least inspection of 
all welfare funds does not rest on them. That 
case was made a year ago by another Senate 
committee led by Senator Douglas of Illinois, 
and that is the only committee so far to make a 
specific and thorough study of welfare funds. 

The Douglas group cited abuses of these funds 
by labor, by management and by insurance com- 
panies. But the committee did not try to judge 
whose abuses were the worst. The committee 
simply pointed out that some seven billion dol- 
lars were being contributed to welfare funds 
each year, that 75,000,000 citizens were covered 
by such funds, and that they and the public have 
a stake in proper operation of these funds, who 
ever operates them. 

Certainly the public has a right to know how 
the funds are administered, and that is all the 
proposed legislation would establish. Hence the 
question of whether labor or management is 
more guilty of abuses is not entirely relevant. 
Even if the N.A.M. could prove that all abuses

Public reporting 
should be required without discrimination or 
exceptions. 


Chiang and His Dangerous Dream 
Chiang Kai-shek, generalissimo and president 
of Nationalist China, has for more than 30 years 


| played a most important role in the affairs of 


‘his country. For that reason, if for no other, 
his book, “Soviet Russia in China: a Summing 
‘at 70,” should attract attention. 

The chosen heir of the great patriot, Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen, Chiang subdued the last, of the war- 
lords, reunited China in 1928, fought the Japa- 
nese and emerged from World War II with his 
nation one of the Big Five. Four years later 
he toppled to the depths and is now vegetating 
on Formosa with the remnants of his army. Only 
the security offered by the United States keeps 
Red China from taking Formosa. : 

What caused the fall of Chiang? The answer 
that seems certain to go down in history is that 
Chiang, stubborn and vain, in 1946 disregarded 


the advice of Gen, George C. Marshall. Sent 


over as an American presidential mediator, Gen. 
Marshall had warned Chiang that his over-am- 
bitious plans for a military campaign against the 


Chinese Communists could only end in disaster. 


Chiang went ahead. Within three years Gen. 
Marshall's estimate of the situation was con- 
firmed to the letter. 

And now from Formosa, where Chiang sits 
with his dreams of empire even as Napoleon did 
on Elba, comes this book with a plan far more 
fatuous than that which Gen. Marshall opposed 
in 1946. In Chiang’s words: 


The only effective strategy against the 
Russian Communists’ protracted warfare is 
one of total war. I strongly feel that this is 
what the free world needs to adopt. 


How could the Generalissimo have the bland 
effrontery to proclaim that he nourishes a 
vested interest in what would become a world- 
wide holocaust?

‘No Welshing’ 

In recent days President Eisenhower has en- 
gaged in a late but forthright and determined 
effort to fight for his program in Congress— 
and to induce Republican Congressmen to fight 
for it as well. 

His latest action in this respect was to invite 
40 Republican Congressmen to a White House 
breakfast. This was the first time many of 
these legislators had had an opportunity to ex- 
change views with the President, and some of 
them, including Representative Brown of Ohio, 
told him they wanted to cut his budget. But 
the guests reported no indication that Mr. 
Eisenhower intended to give in to such ideas. 

The breakfast was the first of a series which 
will lead all Senators and Representatives to 
the White House in time. And this partly social 
and partly political attempt to line up support 
for the Administration program was preceded 
by an address to the Republican national con- 
ference, in which Mr. Eisenhower urged party 
leaders to rally behind his program. «4 

But the most forceful statement by the Presi- 
dent in this respect is his letter to Congressman 
Sheehan of Chicago. Mr. Sheehan had written 
that a poll of his district showed support for the 
Administration was at an “all-time low.” Mr. 
Eisenhower replied that the alternatives to his 
foreign policy were grim, and that his domestic 
policy simply conformed to the party’s platform. 
Then he added: 

I have no intention of welshing on my 
own or the party’s word. I think no loyal 
Republican should. For us to do so would 
be, in my opinion, a lqng step toward party 
defeat and dissolution. 

This is a strong rebuke indeed for those 
legislators who seem to believe that the party 
platform was merely a statement of generalities, 
adopted at a high point of enthusiasm for the 
Eisenhower candidacy and “modern Republican- 
ism” and to be forgotten as quickly once the 
party tandidates won office. 

The President's statement shows that he has a 
stronger concept of party responsibility than 
many more politically-experienced Congressmen. 
In fact, the President's new and outspoken 
campaign for his program is also a campaign 
for keeping party pledges, and the public will 
hope that he can win it. 


First Things First in the Count 

It should be useful for the County Council to 
study the possible integration of municipal serv- 
ices in St. Louis county. As Council Chairman 
L. Gordon Davis noted in proposing the study, 
many county communities now are unable to 
provide their residents with more than a bare 
minimum of municipal services. Unifying some 
of these services in the county government 
might lead to improvements and more reason- 
able costs. 

But before co-ordination of this kind actually 
can be achieved, the unifying agent—the county 
government—will have to be made stronger and 
more efficient. Judging by its administration 
of the 1955 county bond issue, the county gov- 
ernment is an inept and unwieldy piece of ma- 
chinery, badly in need of repair. 

Under the County Charter as it exists, the 
county can supply municipal services only when 
the individual municipality requests it. How 
many cities have sufficient confidence in the 
county government to consent to such arrange- 
ments? é 

If the county government is to become a work- 
able unifying agent for municipal services, its 
independently elected administrators will have

Two Sides to the DuPont Decision Between Book Ends

The Supreme Court has struck a 
necessary blow for free, private enter- 
prise in the Du Pont-General Motors 
case. It has, in effect, brought the full 
force of the anti-trust laws to bear upon 
a neglected facet of American indus- 
trial inter-relationships—the “vertical’ 
tie-up between two or more corpora- 
tions. It is well established that merg- 
ers of competing industries, through 
stock acquisition, may in some circum- 
stances constitute an unlawful monop- 
oly or restraint upon commerce. Con- 
gress in 1950 acted to make it clear 
that a stock relationship between a 
supplier and a customer corporation 
may also be unlawful under the Clayton 
Act of 1914. All that the Supreme 
Court has done is to affirm that this 
was, indeed, the intent of Congress, and 
to apply the law in the Du Pont case, 
ordering a lower court to fashion an 
appropriate remedy for Du Pont’s large 
holdings in G.M. 


The need for the Government to 
move into this area of customer-supplier 
relationships seems self-evident from 
the facts in this case. As a result of 
stock purchases and splits over the past 
40 years, E. I. du Pont de Nemours and 
Co. owns some 23 per cent of the stock 
of General Motors Corp. Over the years 
it was clear that Du Pont executives ex- 
pected this investment to result in G.M. 
purchase of Du Pont products. In 1948 
Du Pont did supply 52 per cent of 
G.M.’s fabrics and 67 per cent of its 
In 1947 the 
percentages were 38 and 68. 

This kind of arrangement obviously 
tends to give the stock-owning supplier 
of a customer firm an advantage over 
other potential suppliers—and whether 
it actually did in the Du Pont-G.M. case 
is irrelevant. The purpose of the Clay- 
ton Act, as the court reaffirms, is to 
prevent restraint of trade in situations 
where restraints are likely to develop. 
In the long run, the vigorous policing 
of American industrial giants to keep 
them free of control by ‘each other as 
they wish to be from Government con- 
trol is the best safeguard of the private 
enterprise system. Unchecked monop- 
oly would lead in only one direction: 
toward state control.

Eight years ago the Government filed 
suit against the Du Pont Co. for alleged 
violation of the anti-trust laws because 
some 40 years ago—in 1917 and 1919— 
it had acquired General Motors stock 
amounting to 23 per cent. The original 
charge was that the power of Du Pont, 
based on an interlocking directorate, 
its G.M. holdings and historic relation- 
ships, was great enough to influence 
the business judgment of G.M. and that 
this amounted to a combination in re- 
straint of trade. 

The Government appealed. But it 
eliminated the conspiracy charge and 
the main allegations of ill-doing. Its 
basic argument became that the Du Pont 
stock ownership in G.M. was illegal be- 
cause it creates a probability that the 
ownership could result in a lessening 
of competition, 

Four Supreme Court Justices—in this 
particular case a majority of the court 
—adopted this view and have ordered 
the lower court “to eliminate the ef- 
fects of the (stock) acquisition.” 

In so doing, the majority held that 
the mere owning of this minority inter- 
test in G.M. was illegal “whether or 
not actual restraints or monopolies, or 
the substantial lessening of competition 
have occurred or are intended.” 


By any standard this is a revolution- 
ary departure in the Supreme Court's 
interpretation of our anti-trust laws. 
There need no longer be proof of re- 
straint of trade; nor proof of monop- 
oly; nor proof even of “substantial 
lessening” of competition—in this case 
the two companies are not competitors. 
Nothing more is required than a “rea- 
sonable probability” that such effects 
might occur. 

Furthermore, it is not necessary to 
show that any stock acquisition is in 
violation of the law at the time it oc- 
eurred. Action can be brought a quar- 
ter of a century or more after the event 
if later there is a “probability” some 
restraint might occur. 

It seems to us, then, that what the 
Supreme Court has done is to throw 
away all the past standards ant to put 
no practical ones in their place. Ac- 
tion can be brought at any time. Ac- 
tual effects on competition need not be 
proved. “Any” similar stock acquisi- 
tion is within reach of the law.

Martin Moves In. 


Representative Joseph W. 
Martin of Massachusetts, party 
floor leader, took the floor to 
urge support of the Adminis- 
tration’s civil rights bill. He 
appealed simultaneously for Re- 
publicans to vote against the 
so-called “jury trial” amend- 
ment sponsored by Southern 
Democrats, recalling President 
Eisenhower's rejection of that 
amendment at a recent news 
conference, 

Then the Massachusetts vet- 
eran pulled from his pocket an 
analysis of last November's 
election in terms of the Negro 
vote. It showed a substantial 
shift away from the Democrats 
to President Eisenhower in big 
urban areas in the East and 
industrial Middle West. 

As a means of holding as 
much of that gain as possible 
in the congressional elections 
next year, the party leader 
stressed to his colleagues the 
importance of the civil rights 
measure which, beyond its in- 
junctive provisions to protect 
the franchise, calls also for an 
enlarged and strengthened civil 
rights division in the Justice 
Department to investigate vio-

Northern Democrats likewise 
are seriously disturbed over 
damage to their party from the 
oil and gas wing, chiefly 
centered in the southwest.

more Republicans than Demo- 
crats voted for the measure in 
the last Congress. 


For a time it appeared that 
the gas bill was likely to be 
stranded in this séssion. That 
was after President Eisenhower 
announced his support of two 
amendments designed to protect 
the consumer that were framed 
by the Office of Defense 
Mobilization. Immediately the 
oil industry protested, saying 
the amendments would defeat 
the purpose of the bill. 


Eisenhower Retreats. 


Now, however, the President 
has retreated in one of those 
inexplicable maneuvers  fre- 
quently seen in this Adminis- 
tration. In a letter to Repre- 
sentative Oren Harris (Dem.), 
Arkansas, chairman of the 
House Interstate Commerce 
Committee and sponsor of the 
gas bill in the House, the Presi- 
dent said he had offered the 
amendments “as of possible de- 
sirability, but they do not rep- 
resent my fixed conclusions.” 


He said further, “Whether or 
not they are adopted, I wish to 
re-emphasize the importance of 
enacting natural gas legislation | 
at this session of Congress.” 


That raised the hopes of 
Democratic and Republican sup- 
porters of the bill, both for 
enactment by Congress and ap- 
proval by the President who, 
you will recall, vetoed it in the 
last session.

ENDOWMENT RISES 
AT WASTINGTON U. 


Up More Than 30 Pct. to 
$47,044,191 in 3 Years, 
Hopkins Says. 


Washington University’s en- 
dowment has been increased by 
more than 30 per cent in the 
first three years of its Second 
Century Development Program, 
E. H. Hopkins, vice chancellor 
for university development, esti- 
mated today. 

Hopkins said and 
pledges received since the fund- 
raising campaign began June 30, 
1954, had raised the endowment 
from $35,500,000 to an indicated 
$47,044,191. The indicated fig- 
ure does not include endowment 
changes due to investment 
policies. 


It was announced yesterday 
at the university's commence- 
ment exercises that the initial 
three-year drive in the develop- 
ment program had resulted in 
gifts and pledges totaling more 
than $23,444,911. This exceeded 
by more than $3,000,000 the 
short-range goal set for the 10- 
year effort to raise $50,000,000. 

Share for Endowment. 

Hopkins said that $11,544,191 
of the sum raised thus far could 
be regarded as endowment, or 
investment funds from which 
the school would derive income. 
The remainder includes $5,- 
912,059 earmarked for buildings 
and $5,988,658 which the uni- 
versity can spend “for current 
purposes.” 

The $23,444,911 total, Hopkins 
said, covers all gifts or pledges 
received by the university in 
the three-year period, including 
about $5,000,000 allotted to 
Washington University as its

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The recent demonstration of the new Zephyr jet 
engine for commercial air transports at the Curtiss- 
Wright Research and Development Center at 
Quehanna, Pa., created many requests for data on 
how this engine works. 


e The Zephyr was developed and built in England 
by Bristol Aeroplane Company, Ltd. in collabora- 
tion with Curtiss-Wright Corporation, under a joint 
engineering agreement. In its development stages 
this engine has had 30,000 hours of test stand opera- 
tion and 5,000 hours of flying. The Zephyr is the first 
jet engine designed specifically for use in commer- 
cial transport aircraft. 

Jet airliners fly below the sonic barrier. It is in this 
region that the Zephyr is designed to perform best. 
All other transport jet engines presented to date have 
been designed and built for military use at super- 
sonic speeds. 

The Zephyr has developed 5 Ibs. of thrust per Ib. 
of weight in its model tests. Its design provides for 
the operation of the turbine and the combustion 
areas at low temperatures—several hundred degrees 
below that of any other jet engine — with the result 
that these parts are not subject to thermal shock, 
thermal fatigue, creep or distortion. This gives the 
Zephyr a long and trouble-free life, permitting the 
airlines to get high utilization from the airplane, and 
avoid the penalties that the military must accept to 
obtain all-out performance at supersonic speeds and 
high altitudes with military jet engines.

FARMERS’ SHARE 
OF MEAT DOLLAR 
DROPS TO 52 CTS. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP) 
~The farmer’s share of the 
consumer dollar spent for meat 
has dropped from an average of 
67 cents in the 1947-49 period 
to 52 cents in the first quarter 
of this year. 

The Agriculture Department 
says the drop largely reflects 
increased costs in processing, 
transporting and selling meat 
products. 

In the 1947-49 period, beef of 
the choice grade sold at an 
average retail price of 68.5 
cents a pound. The farmer was 
said to have received an aver- 
age of 48.5 cents a pound, with 
the remaining 20 cents being 


divided among processors, 
transportation agencies, and 
merchandisers. 


By comparison, the retail 
price was said to have averaged 
66.4 cents a pound in the first 
quarter of this year. Of this 
amount, farmers were said to 
have received 37.4 cents with 
29 cents going to marketing 
margins. The farmers’ share 
went down 11.1 cents a pound 
| while marketing charges went 
| up 9 cents. Similarly did farm 
‘returns and marketing costs 
| change for pork.

Herbs Require a Delicate Touch 
They Should Contribute to Taste of Dish Without Predominating 


By Hoyt Alden

pper, merely to season food. 
ot flavor it. In other words, 
it should contribute to the taste 
of the dish, without predom- 
inating, or even making its 
presence too well known. 

The beginner is likely to as- 
sume that because one herb is 
good, and two or maybe three, 
blend nicely in some dishes, 
that everything on the shelf 
will be better still. Used that 
way, herbs will cancel each oth- 
er out or, even worse, produce 
something strange and fright- 
ening. 

The thing to do is discover 
for yourself the distinctive 
flavor of each one, and decide, 
first, how well you like it, and 
second, how much of it you 
like. Then use it accordingly. 

Picking up where we left off: 

Dill is a pungent and aro- 
matic herb, of which both 
leaves and seeds are used. The 
green leaves are most common- 
ly used to flavor pickles, but a 
sprinkling of them is good in 
salads, on tomatoes and added 
to a bottle of vinegar. The seeds 
are good with all members of 
the cabbage tribe, and a dill 
sauce, made from the seeds, is 
good on fish, lamb, veal and 
used sparingly in vegetables. 

Fennel is usually found at 
Italian grocers, where they are 
likely to call it finoechio, or 
Italian celery. It looks like a fat 
stalk of celery, but has a lico- 
rice flavor. You can eat it raw, 
use it in stocks, and the leaves 
are good in salad.

ARLIC, which used to be 
somewhat esoteric, is widely 
used nowadays, and most 
people know what they like it 
in, and how much. A safe rule, 
use it in anything French or 
Italian. 

Horseradish belongs to the 
mustard family, and fresh 
grated is much superior to the 
prepared, but hard to. get.

It’s good with beef in any form, 
in stews, cheese dishes and 
omelets.

Difficulty in 
Treatment 
Of Migraine

OU know, I suppose, that 

migraine is not a rarity. One 

estimate is that 10 per cent 
of the population of the United 
States is afflicted with it. And 
that’s not counting all the other 
garden varieties of ‘“head- 
schmerzen.” Rare indeed is the 
day when the average doctor is 
not prescribing something for a 
patient's headaches.

WE DOCTORS don’t know 
what causes migraine. We do 
know that the attack itself is 
caused by an “explosive col- 
lapse” of the cerebral arteries 


causing them to become dilated 
and expand with increased pul- 
sations. 

Most patients say that the at- 
tacks come out of the blue. 
“I seem to get mine,” said one 
woman, “when I’m feeling es- 
pecially fine.” Another says; “I 
knock on wood when I haven't 
had one in a month or so. But 
I know it won't do any good. 
One will be along pretty soon.” 


Migraine occurs at least twice 
as often in the female sex. The 
first attack usually begins be- 
fore the late teens. In fact, 
children of all ages may suf- 
fer from the disease. Often 
there is a family history of mi- 
graine. According to Dr. A. P. 
Friedman, migraine-prone pa- 
tients have certain personality 
characteristics in common. They 
are inflexible in nature, have 
been shy in childhood, and as 
adults are overly ambitious, 
efficient, perfectionists and eas- 
ily resentful. “A person with 
migraine headache is a person 
who reacts poorly to stress and 
has definite personality prob- 
lems.

raine is made the physician 
eels it necessary to rule out 
ny other conditions by taking 
kull and sinus X-rays and do- 
ng neurological tests. 

The drugs which have proved 
nost efficacious in terminat- 
ng attacks are combinations of 
‘rgotamine tartrate and caf- 
eine. 

Whatever the type of head- 
ache proper diagnosis is most 
important for proper treatment.

At Marquette, Fairgrounds and 
Vashon pools, from 10 to noon 
each morning, thousands of 
children laugh and splash. But 
it is organized splashing. Coach 
Bauer, German by birth and a 
disciplinarian of the old school, 
is a past master at mass in- 
struction. At a planning meeting 
with Mrs, Brungard and Francis 
Bruno, he explained his theories 
of group teaching. 


“There are no speeches, just 
commands with the whistle,” he 
says. 

“But a whistle that means 
business,” Mrs. Brungard adds 
with a laugh, 

To begin with, the program 
is highly organized. Each child 
who enrolls is assigned to a 
pool, and receives a card which 
is punched for each class he 
attends. Classes are held for 
half an hour and long before 
class time, the lines assemble— 
boys on one side, girls on the 
other—outside the pools. 


“As soon as there are 35 or 
40 we allow them to g0 
to their lockers and dress,” 
Bauer says. “There’s no use 
letting them stand in the sun 
until they get irritable. The 
kids go to their assembly points 
and aides then take over and 
keep them in a good humor. 
After two weeks we let them go 
into the wading pool as soon as 
they assemble and practice to 
get rid of their excess energy. 
If it’s cold we give them some 
double quick exercises, then 
march them to their stations.” 


“As they progress in ability 
they’re advanced from station 
one to station two, three or 
four,” Mrs. Brungard said, “and 
how they love that.”

AUER begins his morning 
B sessions by a pep talk to the 

instructors who must follow 
certain definite rules. 

“Whether you have 40, 50 or 
100 children, the rules are the 
same,” Bauer says. 

“Rule number one—you stay 
out of the water. You have 
aides and if anything goes 
wrong, they go into the water. 
The instructor instructs and di- 
rects. 

“If out of 50, five or 10 don’t 


youngsters are in the water, 
they’re in by command, not on 
their own. When they leave 
the railing, they hold hands. 
When they get out of the pool, 
it’s at the terse, “Hands on 
edge, on the whistle out.” Last 
year, Bauer trained 20 young 
mothers in Crestwood to take 
over a similar program there. 


They had a little difficulty leap- 


ing to the side on the “out” 
whistle but after a few lessons 
they were in trim.

HILE he discourages horse- 
W play, Bauer believes a cer- 

tain amount of daring is 
necessary in swimming and 
he usually manages to get 
the youngsters’ heads under 
water by daring them to do 
a headstand. Leg kicks come 
first in the actual instruction, 
then the arm strokes. Following 
this, they learn to jump 
into the water, then to dive in. 


After a half hour of inten- 
sive instruction, done according 
to age groups, the classes are 
marched off to the play area. 
Bauer calls this final fast march 
through the pool the “Dutch 
Cleanser—because it cleans the 
pool,” he says. 


The coach is of the opinion 
that the boys and girls learn 
much better from group tech- 
nique than from individual les- 
sons. 


“The person taught individu- 
ally never learns to overcome 
fear,” he says. “If they do it in 
a group, they say to themselves, 
‘If he.or she can do it, I can do 
it.’ With an individual each new 
thing is a task. In a group it’s 
a lark. 


“We teach some in one ses- 
sion,” he says of his results, 
“some in three and some in five, 
but we teach them all.” 


Bauer learned his swimming 
in Germany many years ago, at 
his home in Baden-Baden. He 
left Germany in 1913 when he 
was 18 years old. This would 
make him past 60 today, but 
for any age, Bauer looks trim 
and physically fit. “Swim four 
hours a day and you'll never 
have to diet.” he says.) 


Bauer lived for a while in
